I  was  always  there  when  they  went  to  school;  I  planned  to  give 
up  everything  else,  if  necessary,  to  be  there  when  they  came  home;  I  was  there 
when  they  had  their  parties  and  their  friends  in  the  home;  and  I  always  waited 
up  after  the  evening  parties  in  order  to  greet  my  children  when  they  came  home 
from  the  party,  because  I  found  that  at  such  moments  I  was  able  to  encourage 
a  frankness  between  us,  and  it  permitted  me  to  enjoy  their  confidences  that  over 
years  builded  a  comradeship  which  kept  them  safe  in  times  of  difficulty. 


What  a  blessing  is  such  a  wise  mother!  Such  children,  so  taught,  with  whom 
mothers  and  fathers  have  made  :?uch  comrades,  in  times  of  stress  and  storm 
will  turn  to  mother  and  father  as  the  ship  labouring  in  the  storm  to  the  port  for 
safety. 

I  say  to  you,  brethren  and  sisters,  such  lofty  concepts  of  home,  family,  and 
the  responsibilities  of  home  and  family,  are  certain  guarantees  to  a  happy  and 
successful  home.

THE  BEAUTIFUL  University 
ol  Utah  Stadium  at  the  foot  of 
the  Wasatch  Mountains  was 
recently  crowded  with  25,000 
thrilled  spectators  to  see  more 
than  4,000  dancers  from  136 
stakes  of  the  Church  participate 
in  the  MIA  June  Conference 
Dance  Festival. 

The  programme  included  mass 
and  group  exhibition  dances. 
Appealing  to  the  eye  in  the 
darkened  stadium  were  two 
black  light  dances  performed  by 
two  groups  from  the  Pacific 
Northwest.  Mass  participation 
came  into  its  own  when  the 
great  field  was  covered  with 
square  dancers. 

As  representative  of  the 
traditional  winter  Gold  and 
Green  Ball  original  floor  shows, 
26  stakes  presented  simultane- 
ously their  own  floor  shows. 
With  their  different  styles  of 
costumes,  dance  routines,  and 
steps,  this  number  was  ex- 
tremely interesting  to  watch. 

THE   FIRST   GATHERING   of 

represeiitatives  of  11  southern 
California  stakes  on  the  recently 
acquired  Welfare  farm  to  be 
operated  by  the  stakes  near 
Berris,  California,  was  held  re- 
cently. Elder  Henry  D.  Moyle 
explained  that  the  function  will 
introduce  the  stake  and  ward 
representatives  to  the  property. 

The  farm  is  sufficiently  large 
that  each  stake  may  produce  its 
welfare  production  budget  on 
the  property.  Dairy,  livestock, 
chicken,  turkey,  and  truck  farm- 
ing projects  are  contemplated. 

The  present  race  track  may  be 
adapted  for  Church  athletic 
events.  A  90  acre  alfalfa  field 
is  inside  the  track. 

WHEN  THE  SECOND  National 
Jamboree  of  the  Boy  Scouts  of 
America  opened  recently  more 
than  1.000  LDS  Scouts  were  in 
the  group.  Based  on  national 
percentage  figures,  this  will  be 
three  times  the  number  repre- 
senting other   religious  groups. 

Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson,  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve,  attending 


the  conference,  will  be  one  of 
the  four  religious  speakers  at  the 
convocation  Sunday  evening, 
which  will  be  attended  by  the 
entire  group  of  47,000  at  the 
Jamboree.  Other  groups  to  be 
represented  the  the  Catholics, 
Protestants,  and  Jews. 

The  story  of  the  crossing  of 
the  plains  will  be  told  as  part  of 
the  religious  freedom  pageant 
Sunday  evening.  The  entire 
Jamboree  is  being  built  around 
this  theme 

RICHLAND  STAKE,  the  180th 
stake  of  the  Church,  was 
organized  from  the  North- 
western States  Mission  and  a 
portion  of  Union  Stake  by  Elders 
Stephen  L.  Richards  and  Harold

six  wards  and  one  branch.

"If  you  ask  me  where  I  first  received  my  unwavering  faith  in  the  existence 
of  a  God.  I  would  answer  you:  in  the  home  of  my  childhood— when  father  and 
mother  invariably  called  their  children  around  them  in  the  morning  and  at 
night,  and  invoked  God's  blessing  upon  the  household  and  upon  mankind. 
There  was  a  sincerity  in  that  good  patriarch's  voice  that  left  an  undying 
impression  in  the  children's  souls  and  mother's  prayers  were  equally  impressive. 

"I  ask  today  that  every  father  in  the  Church  see  to  it  that,  in  all  sincerity, 
he  impress  his  children  with  the  reality  of  the  existence  of  God.  and  with  the 
reality  that  God  will  guide  and  protect  his  children.  You  carry  that 
responsibility.  Home  is  one  of  the  units— the  fundamental  unit  of  society  "— 
David  O.  McKay. 

Reflecting  further,  and  thinking  of  the  ideal  home,  the  answer  is:  It  is  one 
in  which  all  worldly  considerations  are  secondary;  one  in  which  father  and 
mother  are  devoted  to  the  family  with  which  God  has  blessed  them,  counting 
them  of  first  importance;  and  in  which  children,  in  turn  permit  their  parents  to 
live  in  their  hearts.  It  is  one  in  which  there  is  confidence,  union,  love,  sacred 
devotion,  between  father  and  mother,  and  children  and  parents— all  being  moral, 
pure.  God-fearing.  In  the  ideal  home,  true  parents  rear  loving,  thoughtful 
children,  loyal  to  death,  to  father  and  mother  and  home!  In  it  there  is  the 
religious  spirit— faith  in  God.  Peace,  order  and  contentment  reign  in  the  hearts 
of  the  inmates,  let  them  be  rich  or  poor,  in  things  material.  There  is  the  kiss 
for  mother,  the  caress  for  father,  the  thought  that  the  parents  have  sacrificed 
their  own  hopes  and  ambitions,  their  strength,  even  life  itself  to  their  children- 
there  is  gratitude  in  payment  for  all  that  has  been  given.  Mothers  and  fathers 
in  the  Church  should  bring  children  up  in  such  a  way  that  when  they  pass 
away,  their  children  will  be  able  to  take  their  places  in  bearing  the  great  work 
of  God.  They  should  have  principles  instilled  into  their  minds  and  hearts  tjjat 
will  sustain  them  in  time  and  in  eternity. 

Children,  love  your  fathers  and  mothers— appreciate  and  enjoy  their  society 
while  you  are  with  them  for  you  will  soon  enough  be  called  to  part  with  them. 
And  if  you  live  to  see  that  day,  you  will  see  the  time  when  you  will  fully  appre- 
ciate them  and  know  the  worth  of  their  counsel. 

Home  is  not  only  the  cradle  of  the  human  race,  but  it  is  the  cradle  of  its 
character,  the  foundation  stone  upon  which  the  thoughts  and  acts  of  mankind

There  is  an  account  of  an  ancient  city 
which  was  encircled  by  the  enemy  for 
many  days.  Food  supplies  and  water  were 
successfully  cut  off.  The  suffering  was 
great.  The  siege  was  so  successful  that  the 
besieged  sought  for  terms  of  surrender. 

"Bring  your  wealth  and  your  most  price- 
less gems  to  the  gate  of  the  city  tomorrow 
at  sunrise,"  was  the  reply. 

The  morrow  came,  the  gate  was  opened, 
and  there  marched  out  ahead  of  the  city 
officials,  their  boys  and  their  girls — truly, 
their  most  priceless  gifts. 

Fathers,  mothers,  church  and  civic 
leaders,  indeed  most  thinking  men  and 
women  everywhere,  recognize  the  value  of 
our  youth,  and  the  need  for  and  the  impor- 
tance of  teaching  them  aright. 

We  might  well  be  concerned  for  their 
well-being,  for  in  them  rests  all  of  our 
hopes  and  aspirations. 

One  of  the  challenging  problems  which 
confronts  this  nation,  and  the  world  today 
is  that  of  building  in  our  young  people  a 
true  understanding  of  life,  a  concept  that 
life  has  meaning  and  is  purposeful.  This  is 
not  an  easy  task,  for  the  forces  which  are 
pulling  in  the  opposite  direction  are  power- 
ful and  effective. 

This  challenge  rests  with  the  Church,  and 
it  cannot  be  met  adequately  without  a  pro- 
gramme utilizing  means  which  will  attract 
our  youth  from  the  pleasures  which  are 
transitory  toward  pursuits  based  on  lofty 
concepts  of  eternal  truth,  and  which,  there- 
fore, bring  lasting  satisfaction. 


I  am  pleased  to  represent  today  an 
organization  which  is  charged  with  the 
responsibility  of  building  in  the  hearts  of 
the  young  a  testimony  of  the  divinity  of 
the  gospel  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  all  that  it 
implies  in  daily  living.  This  organization 
is  known  by  the  meaningful  title:  "Young 
Men's  Mutual  Improvement  Association," 
and  with  it  is  a  companion  organization, 
the  Young  Women's  Mutual  Improvement 
Association. 

When  these  associations  were  formed 
some  75  years  ago,  President  Brigham 
Young  said: 

"Organize  yourselves  into  associations 
for  mutual  improvement.  Let  the  key-note 
of  your  work  be  the  establishment  in  the 
youth  of  an  individual  testimony  of  the 
truth  and  the  development  of  the  gifts 
within  them,  cultivating  a  knowledge  and 
appreciation  of  the  eternal  principles  of 
the  great  science  of  living." 

If  we  are  to  be  a  nation  of  God-fearing 
men  and  women,  we  must  teach  our  youth 
an  awareness  of  God.  We  must  teach  the 
eternal  truth  that  every  boy  and  girl  is  in 
very  deed  a  son  or  daughter  of  our  living 
Heavenly  Father.  And  so  we  are 
endeavouring  to  bring  into  the  lives  of  our 
young  people  through  prayer,  and  reading, 
and  experience  a  nearness  to  the  Lord  that 
they  might  call  upon  Him  and  counsel  with 
Him  in  all  their  doings. 

We  want  to  teach  our  young  people  to 
understand  that  youth  is  the  preparatory 
time  for  parenthood,  and  that  parenthood 
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is  a  partnership  with  God.  I  learned  from 
the  lips  of  my  own  sainted  mother  that 
"the  reward  of  virtue  is  untainted  parent- 
hood." 

And  so  in  this  great  programme  for 
youth  we  are  seeking  to  cultivate  within 
them  a  consciousness  that  each  of  us  is  a 
child  of  God,  that  the  body  with  which  He 
has  endowed  us  is  a  sacred  tabernacle  of 
the  spirit,  that  virtue  is  a  precious  gift  to 
be  treasured,  and  that  true  happiness  is 
incompatible  with  disolute  living.  Such 
training,  with  appreciation  for  virtue, 
modesty,  and  chastity,  give  a  sweetness  and 
purpose  to  life. 

We  are  trying  to  carry  on  a  great  educa- 
tional programme  for  our  young  people 
that  they  might  come  in  touch  with  the 
refining  influences  of  life.  In  the  cultiva- 
tion of  their  talents  they  might  find  expres- 
sion and  association  and  gladness.  Their 
lives  will  be  enriched. 

By  means  of  the  dance,  drama,  and  pub- 
lic speaking  they  find  expression,  and  tliey 
have  a  good  time  while  doing  so.  We 
earnestly  believe  that  the  Lord  delights  to 
bless  His  children  and  have  them  happy. 
If  these  glorious  young  people  of  ours  are 
to  believe,  if  religion  is  to  appeal  to  them, 
it  must  not  be  a  matter  of  a  long  face,  but 
of  giving  them  rounded-out,  joyful 
experiences. 

By  the  same  token  the  field  of  recreation 


is  developed  as  auxiliary  to  worship,  for 
we  feel  that  all  of  the  enjoyments  of  life 
are  intended  to  increase  our  devotion  to 
the  Lord. 

It  is  a  timely  teaching  in  our  present-day 
world,  when  there  is  so  great  a  tendency 
to  consider  the  wisdom  of  the  Lord  as 
foolishness.  On  every  hand  we  see  broken 
homes,  heartaches,  suffering  and  misery,  as 
a  result  of  rash  and  thoughtless  action  on 
the  part  of  men  and  women  who  have 
learned  neither  wisdom  nor  to  keep  the 
commandments  of  God. 

Religion,  spirituality,  and  living  near  to 
God  are  not  intended  merely  for  those 
nearing  the  end  of  life's  journey.  The  Lord 
glories  in  the  faith,  devotion,  and  service 
of  the  young;  and  youth,  properly  led,  re- 
sponds with  gladness  and  devotion. 

In  this  spirit  we  must  accept  the  chal- 
lenge of  our  time  with  a  programme  for 
young  people  which  will  stir  their  souls  to 
an  appreciation  for  the  rich  heritage  that 
is  theirs,  and  prepare  them  for  the  oppor- 
tunities before  them,  and  above  all,  implant 
in  their  hearts  a  testimony  of  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  that  it  might  be  an 
influence  for  good  all  the  days  of  their 
lives. 

May  the  Lord  bless  all  who  earnestly 
strive  to  serve  Him  through  serving  His 
children,  I  ask  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ,

"And  they  shall  also  teach  their  children 
to  pray  and  to  walk  uprightly  before  the 
Lord."

The  shadows  of  the  evening  fell  across 
the  land.

The  Master  sat  quietly — but  those  who 
knew  Him  best,  knew  that  in  His  quiet 
moments.

What  do  they  want?"  The  Disciples  looked 
at  each  other  in  dismay.    This  was  the  first 


time  that  Jesus  had  rested  for  days.  They 
would  not  allow  the  women  to  disturb 
Him. 

"Go  away  now.  Jesus  is  resting."  "But 
we  have  brought  our  little  ones  to  receive 
a  blessing  at  His  hands.  We  cannot  get  to 
him  during  the  day,  for  we  have  house- 
woi'k  to  do — and  these  are  too  small  to 
come  by  themselves.  Please  let  the 
children  see  Jesus." 

The  Disciples  were  not  hard-hearted 
men.  Some  of  them  had  children  of  their 
own,  and  they  knew  that  the  Master  loved 
the  little  ones;  but  He  was  tired.  Why  did 
these  women  want  to  see  Him  now? 
"Please  don't  worry  Him  this  evening. 
Come  back  to-morrow."  They  tried  to 
sound  stern — but  they  had  to  keep  quiet — 
they  didn't  even  want  Jesus  to  know  that 
they  had  sent  the  women  and  children 
away.  Sadly,  the  women  gathered  the 
little  ones  around  them.  They  knew  that 
Jesus  was  weary — but  how  they  wished 
that  He  had  been  able  to  bless  their 
children  on  this  lovely  eveningi 

But,  listen!  Whose  voice  is  that?  A 
voice,  sweeter  than  any  other,  speaking 
softly  to  the  Disciples,  calling  the  women 
and  the  little  ones  back.  "Suffer  the  little 
children  to  come  unto  Me;  and  forbid 
them  not,  for  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven."  Was  ever  a  more  beautiful 
blesing  given  to  any  children?  I  don't 
think  so.  "For  of  such  is  the  Kingdom  of 
Heaven." 

Christ  understood  little  children,  and  He 
could  say  nothing  lovelier  than  the  words 
He  spoke  on  that  quiet  hillside  above  the 
town  of  Salem  in  the  cool  of  a  summer 
evening.

The  General  Authorities  of  the  Church 
have  counselled  the  LDS  people  to  con- 
duct a  "Family  Hour"  once  a  week  at 
which  time  all  family  members  would 
associate  together  as  a  unit.  The  General 
Board  of  the  Relief  Society  has  recently 
felt  the  need  to  re-emphasise  the  "Family 
Hour"  and  has  advised  the  sisters  to 
encourage  this  practice. 

Unfortunately  in  our  complex  society 
of  today  the  home  is  no  longer  the  centre 
of  recreation  as  it  was  in  our  grand- 
mother's day,  and  children  have  sought 
companionship  and  activity  in  influences 
in  their  lives.  LDS  parents  should  all 
realize  the  eternal  importance  of  family 
ties  and  associations,  and  do  all  in  their 
power  to  unite  their  families  in  a  spirit  of 
love  and  manual  interest. 

We  must  remember  that  the  home  is  the 
foundation  of  society,  and  that  a  healthy 
family  life  is  the  responsibility  of  the 
parents.  Spiritual  guidance  should 
emanate  from  parents  and  the  home.  The 
art  of  friendly  relations  should  have  its 
beginning  between  brothers  and  sisters, 
and  between  parents  and  children,  and 
then  develop  among  neighbours  and  com- 


munity until  it  results  in  good  will  and 
appreciation   for   all   men. 

The  home  has  a  greater  influence  on  the 
life  of  a  child  than  school,  church,  or  other 
agencies  or  organisations.  Parents  must 
be  aware  of  the  grave  responsibility  that 
is  theirs  in  directing  the  lives  of  their 
children  and  must  not  look  to  others  to 
furnish  the  basic  concepts  of  life  which 
is  their  responsibility  to  establish. 

The  Family  Hour  should  be  an  occa- 
sion to  which  every  member  will  look 
forward.  It  should  be  a  happy,  natural, 
family  gathering  with  wholesome  activi- 
ties, mixed  with  fun  and  laughter.  The 
family  should  meet  at  a  time  that  is  most 
suited  for  them  and  the  activities  planned. 
No  prescribed  programme  need  be  fol- 
lowed, bu  parents  should  direct  the  activi- 
ties toward  high  spiritual,  cultural,  and 
recreational  standards.  We  can  use  this 
hour  to  teach  the  Gospel  and  put  the  Gos- 
pel principles  to  work.  This  hour  in  your 
home  will  pay  you  and  your  children  divi- 
dends in  the  years  to  come. 

In  the  South  African  Mission  we  call 
upon  the  sister  in  the  Church  to  have  the 
Home  Hour  adapted  to  the  LDS  homes.
